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The ICC is running an extensive safety check on interstate 
trucks and buses early this month, the second nationwide crack- 
down this year. Some 150 checkpoints will be used. Of the 11,140 
vehicles inspected the first time around, 89.9% were found to 
have one or more defects. 
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Regular-route intercity bus travel climbed slightly for Class 
I carriers during the first quarter of 1957, according to the 
National Assn. of Motor Bus Operators. A .005% increase in pas- 
senger miles over the first quarter of 1956 was reported. While 
intercity and local regular-route service continued to show a 
decline in traffic, charter and special service brought compa- 
nies 7.7%more passengers than 4 year ago, 21.2% more in revenues. 
Operating expenses rose 7.1%. 
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Thruway extensions are speeding up traffic around the country. 
As Oklahoma opened the 88.5-mile Will Rogers Section of its turn- 
pike system, New Jersey officials announced it will be possible 
to by-pass Manhattan by the middle of this month on a new con- 
necting link between the Garden State Parkway and the New York 
State Thruway. 
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Proposals to establish an industry-wide credit plan have been 
temporarily dropped, according to the American Trucking Assns. 
After an eight-month study of the project, ATA says capital to 
finance it can't be obtained "at reasonable cost." 
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Bus operators qualifying for a refund on the l¢ increase in 
fuel taxes levied last year should file their claims. Send claim 
form No. 843 to your district director of Internal Revenue. For 
fuel used between July 1, 1956, and June 30, 1957, applications 
are due between July 1 and September 30. Transit companies are 
eligible if 60% of their regular-route passenger revenues come 
from: (1) fares of 60¢ or less, (2) commutation tickets for single 
trips of less than 30 miles, and (3) commutation tickets for one 
month or less.

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The $1.50 special tax on big trucks is computed only at the be- 
ginning of the taxable year—July l—according to an Internal 
Revenue Service ruling. Subsequent alterations, even though they 
put the vehicle in another weight category, do not change the 
picture for the remainder of the year. Fleet owners needn't file 
anew tax return. 
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Look for trucks with V-type diesels to be on the market by next 
fall. A complete line of V's for truck and marine use is under- 
going extensive testing in Detroit at present.

HATS THE SCORE to date on air-condition 
W-:: for automobiles? Latest figures show 
that just shy of a quarter of a million 


units were sold in the U.S. during 1956. Roughly 
two-thirds of these were factory-installed in new 
cars. while the rest were “hang-on” models made 
by independent manufacturers for later installation 

Industry predictions indicate that by 1962 about 
one-fourth of new-car production will be air-con 
ditioned and about one car of every nine on the 
road will .be air-conditioned 

Prices for automotive factory-installed condi 
lioners range approximately from $350) to $500 
for fleet-type cars. Weights of the units run between 
100 and 135 pounds For the independent makes 
which can be installed on most cars produced 
after 1950. prices range from $250 to $500, with 
an average installation charge of $50 tacked on 
These models range in weight roughly from 90 to 
125 pounds and installation takes about half a 
day to a full day 


How do these figures tie in with fleet operation / 
If you've been thinking that this is strictly a luxury 
item for the consumer market, take a minute to 
consider it from this angle: of all the luxury extras 
introduced in cars in recent years, can you name 
one which benefits a fleet operator more than air 
conditioning?

Air-conditioning is just hitting its stride in trucking. With the problems of cooling 
trailers and truck bodies overcome, engineers are proving they can offer fleet own-

IR-CONDITIONING has made i modest splash 
A in the trucking industry during the last 
few years.

Just what jobs do the women handle? Here’s a run 
down, with approximate volume of the work done 
per month in Milwaukee & Suburban’s shop: 
e Rewinding coils, including Wagner solenoid coils,

Why both types will have a big edge on current engines 


It looks like a good bet that when the automo 
tive makers finally get ready to obsolete your pres 
ent power plants they ll have some pretty good 
things to offer in exchange.

The job, the home and play areas

Chief offenders on the job are

Your best bet in the shop is to

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FLEET The exodus to the suburbs, plus extra leisure time, has given many fleet owners 
. the chance to develop quite professional skills at hobbies such as photography, 
OWNER cabinet work, and animal breeding. And because of such expertness, many 

people are anxious to turn these hobbies into businesses that can increase their 


incomes. 


If you can be classified as commercializing on your hobby, be sure you know 
the various tax deductions permitted by the Treasury Department. This is 
the basic rule: If your hobby can be considered a business, you can deduct 
from the income you receive whatever expense you have had in earning this 
income. If these expenses exceed the income derived from this sideline, you 
can use this overage to offset the income received from your regular business 


occupation. 


If your activity is considered a hobby, on the other hand, you cannot take 
any such deductions. The difference between an avocation that is a hobby 
and one that .s a business gets into much hairsplitting; and almost every case 
has to be judged on its individual merits. 


One rough test to determine if your hobby is a business is whether you spend 
a substantial amount of time on it to make a profit, and whether you publicize 
the fact that you are in such a business. Keep this in mind: If you can prove 
your intent is to make money on your hobby, it is a business. Take the de 
ductions, then worry about battling it out with the Treasury only if they raise 


the issue. 


lf your return Is questioned, you must be ready to prove that you set up 
your hobby to make a profit. 


Here’s a typical case: A practicing dentist, interested in hunting dogs, after 
careful investigation invested a substantial amount setting up a kennel. Over 
a period of several years, his kennels turned out to be a losing proposition, 
and the Treasury claimed the enterprise was strictly a hobby, and the expense 
not deductible. But the courts held otherwise, one reason being that the dentist 
had made such a thorough investigation of the profit-making possibilities of 


this field. 
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If your hobby is a business, best bet is to make out a Schedule C on your annual 
tax returns. On this, you report all income received from your sideline, and 


take the deductions. These include such items as the cost of materials you use 


If you use part of your home as a work room, you can also deduct a portion 
of the rent, heat, electricity, water, and insurance, as well as a portion of the 
cost of repairing, and other general work done on the house. And you can 
depreciate furniture and equipment used in connection with your hobby-for 


profit, too. 
If you do a lot of work at home, these tax advantages can best be pinned 
down by picking one or two rooms in your home to be your work area, and 


furnishing them accordingly. Often it is advantageous to set up a separate 
phone to be used exclusively for business calls. 


It might be wise to install in these rooms whatever files or equipment you 
need to do business planning, reading and writing

If, after subtracting such deductions from the income you receive from your 
sideline, you come up with a profit, then you'll owe the government additional 
taxes. On the other hand, if your sideline winds up in the red, you can use 
the loss to offset income from your normal occupation, and in certain circum- 
stances put yourself in line for a tax refund. 


Warning: There is one limitation on deducting losses for such types of side- 
line activities. Only $50,000 per year of such losses can be deducted over a 
five-year period. 


lf your eyes feel tired or strained after watching television, you might check 
your viewing conditions. Here is what the National Society for the Prevention 
of Blindness advises to prevent eye fatigue. 


« Never watch television in a completely darkened room. There should 
always be soft, indirect lighting—but be sure the light doesn’t reflect from 
the screen into your eyes (avoid television cabinets with metal or glossy sur- 
faces). 


e The screen should be placed at eye level directly in front of your chair, not 
at an angle. This is particularly important for children; many watch TV while 
sitting or lying on the floor. 


« The distance between you and your set depends on room size, furniture 
placement, and individual preferences. However, the farther away you are, 
the less work there is for your eye muscles to focus on the screen. A good rule 
of thumb: Stay as far away from your set as you can without suffering visual 
discomfort. 


e Watching a screen that’s blurred, “snowy,” or vibrating causes heavy eye 
strain. If the set isn’t in focus, turn it off until you get it properly adjusted. 


¢ Adults, as well as children, should rest their eyes periodically while watch- 
ing television. If you suffer from any noticeable or prolonged eye discomfort, 
have a professional examination.
